THE ENGLISH AND AUSTRALIAN COPPER COMPANY. 


The annual general meeting of proprietors was held at the London Tavern, on Mon- 
day, the 25th inst.,—Sir Wit11am Fosrer, Bart., in the chair. 

Mr. B. Wrixrns (the secretary) having read the notice convening the meeting, 

Sir WittiaM Foster said, it was his duty, as chairman of the board of directors, to 
lay before them the report, which had been very carefully drawn up. He wished it 
had been more satisfactory; but the discovery of gold bad taken from them all la- 


bour, and as long as they were without labour it would be impossible for them to pay 
dividends. Notwithstanding the disadvantages they had to contend with, he was 
happy to inform them they were in a better position than at any former time; and 
had they obtained labour to carry out the works, all that was stated in the prospectus 
would have been fully perfi In Adelaide they had upwards of 100,000/. worth 
of ore, only awaiting hands either to convert it into copper, or vessels to convey it to 
this country. The report so fully detailed their operations, that it was unnecessary 
for him to detain the meeting ; but after that document had been read, he should be 
happy to answer any questions that might be put to him. 
r. Scunetper then read the report, of which the following is an abstract :— 


The present is the second ordinary general meeting of the company, The disorga- 
nization produced by the abstraction of labour from its legitimate occupations througli- 
out Australia by the attraction of the gold-diggings has most seriously embarrassed the 
operations of this company. This disorganization has been partially, but only partially, 
removed. The smelters have returned to their duties in the smelting-works, but all other 
descriptions of \abour are extremely deficient; the consequence of which has becn that, 
although there has been an ample supply of labour to work the furnaces, there has been 
an absolute want of it to keep the furnaces supplied with fuel. The quantity of copper 
smelted at Kooringa for the year ending the 3!st March last, has been 1823 tons, being 
an average of 35 tons per week. The quantity of ore consumed during the same period 
has been 6568 tons, being an average of 126 tons per week, and the quantity of coal con- 
sumed hasbeen 7119 tons. The quantity of ore shipped to England since the last report 
has been 7280 tons, of which 3080 tons have not yet arrived, It will be seen, therefore, 
that notwithstanding the hindrance which has been adverted to, the company bas trans- 
acted a considerable amount of business in Australia. That thishas been attended with 
4 satisfactory amount of profit the directors have no reason whatever to doubt; but as 
stock is taken at the company’s works in Australia only once a-year—viz., on the 30th 
June—it is impossible for the directors to state the profit of the past year until they shall 
be in possession of the Australian accounts to that date. The balance standing at the 
credit of the profit and loss account is 27,1902, 12s. 94. This account, it will be observed, 
contains no credit for the profit which may have been made in Australia since the 30th 
June, 1852, nor in Wales since the 3ist December last. At the Spitty Works, stock being 
taken only once a-year—viz., on the 3ist December—the profit can only be ascertained 
at that period. The balance standing at the credit of profit and loss would have enabled 
the directors to declare a dividend at the present meeting if the funds were in this coun. 
try ; but, owing to the state of circumstances in Australia already adverted to, that is not 
the case. The want of labour has prevented coal being transported to the works, the con- 
sequence of which has been that it has required nearly the whole of the copper which 
as been produced to deliver to the Burra Burra Company the proportion of copper due to 
that company under the contract. The proprietors are aware that, by the contract be- 
tween this company and the Burra Burra Company, a certain proportion of the copper 
produced from the ore is deliverable to the mining company, and the remainder retained 
by this company for its remuneration, If there had been a supply of fuel adequate to 
smelting the whole of the ore, the company would have been in receipt of its proportion 
of copper in a shape to be realised, insted of holding a large quantity of ore not realised. 
The stock of ore remaining on hand in Australia on the 2d of April last was 5988 tons, 
amounting in value to about 100,000/, The quantity of coals on hand at the same date 
was 5770 tans at Ports Wakefield and Adelaide, and 75 tons at the works, making together 
5845 tons. The low point to which the stock of coal at the smelting works had been re- 
duced was entirely owing to the want of means of transport. It will unavoidably lead to 
a temporary suspension of the smelting works; the winter being about to set in, which, 
from the state of the roads during that season, will render it impracticable to recommence 
the cartage of coal until the month of September, The diversion of the labour of the co- 
lony from its ordinary course affects the company’s interest in every direction. It ts to 
be remarked, however, that during this season of interruption the contract with the Burra 
Burra Company remains suspended—that is to say, the term of the contract remains in 
suspense while the working of the mine is stopped, and the delivery of the ore th 
in consequence suspended. 

The directors stated at the meeting held in March, that they had, after a careful and 
anxious enquiry as to the cheapest method of getting a supply of mules, purchased a ship, 
and sent her to Montevideo for a cargo of these animals, Advices were received on the 
14th inst. that the ship had sailed for Adelaide on May 21, witl: a full cargo, and she would 
immediately return, after delivering the mules at Port Wakefield, for a second cargo. 
The directors anticipate considerable advantage will arise from the use of these animals, 
and the following are the advantages which they present over oxen :—They are hardier, 
less costly to keep, and require only one-third as much labour as oxen ; but another and 
still more importunt point is, they are capable of working the whole year round, which 
would enable them to keep up the same regular supply of fuel during the winter season. 
The Spitty Copper Works continued in successful operation during the whole of the year 
1852, and the nett profit realised was 14,6467. The works since that period have con- 
tinued in active operation with an equally satisfactory result, but no correct estimate of 

rofits can be given until the account of stock is taken, on the 3ist of December next. 
Within what period the course of labour in the colony of South Australia may be expected 
to resume its natural course, the directors can only venture to conjecture, by referring 
to the large amount of emigration which has been going forward, not only from this 
country but from other parts, to Australia. Advices from thecolony of Victoria, which 
has been the chief point of attraction, already express a strong conviction that the supply 
of labour will soon be fouud to exceed the means of employment, so far as gold-digging 
is concerned. It is also notorious that, although many cases of individual success occur 
at the diggings, there are very numerous cases of disappointment. The smelters in the 
employment of this company found that they gained less money at the diggings than the 
amount of their wages at the smelting-works. It is, therefore, to be hoped that the time 
is not far distant when this great source of derangement may be removed, the Burra 
Burra Mine enabled to resume the extraction of ore, and this company to prosecute tts 
smelting labours without interruption. It is sutisfactory to hear, that at the time of the 
mine being obliged to stop its works it was never in a better condition for supplying ore. 
It is the intention of the directors, as soon as they shall come into possession of the ba- 
lance-sheet from Australia to the 30th June, to call a meeting of the proprietors, to lay 
the same before them; and they recommend that in future the annual meetings of this 
company be held in the month of March, instead of July. By this means the accounts 
from Australia to the 30th ot June, and those from Wales to the 30th of December, can 
be brought into the annual statement for the proprietors.

Siz, Although I, in common with other patent reformers, am most 


Journal that I do not consider everything connected with Patent Law as 


further practical evidence a few days since. A friend of mine required 
to know whether a certain improvement in projectiles was or was not the 
a, of a patent grant, and I having examined my own lists, and not 
ily finding it, advised that we should go to the Commissioners of Pa- 
tents Office, and inspect the official list kept there (the same as that which 
was bought by the office from Prof. Woodcroft, by virtue of a recent Act 
of Parliament, for 1000/.) My advice was adopted, and off we posted to 
the Commissioners’ Office, and there, as the article was supposed to be pa- 
tented in the name of a certain person, we paid the fee of one shilling, 
and searched for a patent for projectiles under that name, but could find 
no such name coupled with the subject. Upon this I suggested that our 
business was only half done, for the patent might really have been granted 
in some other person’s name; and to ascertain this we ought to take the 
list,,and make out a statement of all parties bearing on the subject, and 
examine into them all; but to do this we found that we must pay one 
shilting for each name we looked at, so that if the names to be gone through 
were 100, which was not at all unlikely, we should have had to pay jive 
pounds, and then we should have had to pay fees to see the specifications 
if requisite. Under these circumstances the matter was dropped here. 
Now, one of the crying sins of the British Patent System has been, and 
is, the readiness with which people obtain patents for old things, so that 
the same idea is patented and re-patented continually; and to stop this 
as far us possible, it was thought that a classified official list of patents, 
from which the patents on any one subject might. be readily known, ought 
to be open to all intending patentces and the public; and so it is, but upon 
paying handsomely for it; and, really, whilst such a system as this is pur- 
sued the index will be of little service, as the first cost of a patent will 
not be greater than the expense of consulting it—to say nothing of trouble 
and time, I am aware that to “let people oceupy the official books unre- 
strictedly would be highly inconvenient, as one person might engross 
them a whole day; but surely a reasonable limit as to time—say, one 
hour—would be better than the system now adopted.

James Crorrs, 
Cornhill, Julg ™, 


THE “WELSH POTOSI.” 

Sin,-— As | take some inierest in the history of the Eaglebrook Mine, | should be 
obliged to Mr. Wilkinson if he would throw a little more light upon the stbject. 
Esgair Fraith, a well-known mine, was supposed to be the former Welsh Potosi. 
This year, however, some adit levels were discovered at Nant-y-gagle, in Cardigan- 


| shire, leading, when cleared out, to an extraordinary lode of silver-lead ore ; these 


adits appear to have been closed up for many vears. ‘The description and gtd 
of this mine so closely corresponded with some details relating to the Welsh Potosi, 
contained in a record preserved in the British Museum, that no doubt existed in my 
mind that the mine now called Eaglebrook, and that formerly called Potosi, were 
identical. Mr. Wilkinson, I see, denies the correctness of my conclusion ; but mey 
not this mine of Kaglebrook and Esgair Fraith, long supposed to have been the Welsh 
Potosi, have been, 200 years ago, worked by the same parties? The facts recorded 
agree almost exactly with the real state of Kaglebrook, but not with that of Esgair 
Fraith; and, therefore, if both mines belonged to the same person, may not a con- 
fusion have arisen as to their respective names, more especially if we take into ac- 
count the state of things during a prolonged civil war, and the lapse of two centuries 
since the mine wasin work?! I believe that the similarity of Eaglebrook to the ancient 
Potosi had occurred to other parties as well as to myself, for the mine was called first 
of all Welsh Potosi, then South Potosi, next Nant-y-gagle, and, lastly, by my sug- 
gestion, Eaglebrook. 

As far as my judgment goes, I am strongly of opinion that Eaglebrook is the 
ancient Potosi; but as Mr. Wilkinson may probably be better informed upon the sub- 
ject than I am, I hope he will be kind enough to give his explanation of the matter.

EAGLEBROOK AND THE WELSH POTOSI MINE. 


Siz,—In your Journal of the 16th inst. is a communication on this subject which 
requires notice. It is proper, were there no other reason, that the public should be 
set right by all who have the power of —_s so when a serious imposition is at- 
tempted ; but in this instance it is particularly my duty to contradict the informa- 
tion conveyed, and to declare it to be a gross piece of deception, equally remarkable 
for its ingenuity as for its astonishing impudence. I say «gennity, because most of 
the favourable points in the history of the real Welsh Potosi, which can be seen in 
the British Museum Library, under the head Mines and Minerals, have been worked 
into this account; but, however well fitted, its incongruity is manifest ; for, after as- 
suming that the ore of the Potosi is very rich in silver, it says very innocently, that 
the Eaglebrook ore contains only 8 ozs, to the ton, a quantity too small to entitle it 
to the name of a silver-lead mine, and hardly worth extracting. No mines but Es- 
gair-hir and Esgair-vraith were ever known as the Welsh Potosi, in proof of which see 
An Essay on the Value of the Mines late of Sir Carbery Pryse, yy William Waller, 
gent., steward of the said mines, published 1695, In this pamphlet is a plan of Es. 
gair-hir and Esgair-vraith, showing eight veins, six of which are lead and two copper, 
all of which, it is observed in a note, ‘‘ ure fixed and settled betwixt firm and solid 
sides, and rise equally near to the surface of the ground, and all lic parallel to the 
great vein, descending downwards like the Mine of Potosi,” &c., To inake the sup- 

od similarity apparent, a map and description of the Peruvian Potesi are given at 
p. 10; and in p. 12, near the bottom, Mr. Waller calls the Cardiganshire mines Es. 
gair-hir and Esgair-vraith “ by the name of the Weleh Potosi.”’ If any further proof 
of identity be necessary, see a General biew of the Agriculture and Domestic Beo- 
nomy of South Wales, by Walter Davies, A.M., published in 1815, page 88 and the 


following, vol. i., where there isa full aud plain description of the Welsh Potosi; and 
if any one tukes the trouble to read it, he will with me be surprised at the audacious 
fiction of Eaglebrook, and no longer wonder that mining investments are looked upon 
as peculiarly hazardous, when such baretaced and palpable falsehoods ave so unseru- 
pulously put forth to strengthen their pretensions. 

But what is Exglebrook? There being no brook in the mining district bearing a 
name of this signitication, | enquired about it, and Jind that the place which it is now 
attempted to foist ou the public as the Welsh Potosi, is # little mine hitherto known 


as Nant-y-cagl (vai, a brook, and cagl, dirt); the word cag/ suggesting, probably, 
the new name eagle, To this there would be no objection, for a new mine may be 
entitled to a new name; and that of « bird of prey is as suitable as any, if it were 
quite certain that such alteration were not adopted for the purpose of deceit. Leould 
give in detail the history, the extent, and the present condition, of Nunt-y-cagl, or 
Eaglebrook, for l have this day been to see it, as internal evidence, und satisfactory 
evidence too, to show that no man, even in the most visionary fit of mining mania, 
could, without wonderful powers of imagination, find in this concern anything sug- 
gestive of a Potosi; but I will at present confine myself to one or two observations, 
and let the facts speak for themselves. Instead of * 20 ton of ore weekly,” which “ no 
doubt can be quedrupled,” there is on the bunk not as much ore stuff as will fill three 
wheelbarrows. On the top of this little pile is a stone of ore pleced conspicuously, 
like the bait on the rat-trap, which, I believe, is the best specimen they have mot 
with: it is 54, inches thick, and contains about as much ore as stoue, or, possibly, a 
trifle more, and is what miners call a “ strong mixture.” The copper ore is next to 
nothing, and J could find only one bit, shout half as big as a havel nat. The mouths 
of the adits were not * purposely closed up with rocks, as if concealed for after times,” 
but had simply fallen in fron disuse ; nor was the work unknown, for it was taken 
by some men three years ago, who were stopped, there being a dispute as to the 
ownership between Mr. Loveden, the lord of the manor, and Mr, Davies, the pro- 
prietor of the soil, which dispute is not yet quite settled. No “two miners dis- 
covered some hidden adits in the spring of this year, near the supposed site of the 
Welsh Potosi,” which is nearly two miles north of this, nor were these two adits 
hidden.

One would bave expecter more silver 
than this in a Potosi, that had furnished armies, and had kings for creditors. There 
is no ‘nearly obliterated road from some ancient cottages to the mine,” but a very 
fair mountain-road passing within 50 yards of the work to the farm-house of Dol- 
rhyddien, which has been in constant use for the last half century at least ; and this 
road will be found bo convenient by at.y one who, loth to believe these few remarks, 
may choose to go to Nant-y-cagl, or Maglebrook, and be himself convinced of the 
truth.—J. M. Davies: Aberystwith, J dy 25.

The great space oceupied by the Meetings of the week, compels us to postpone several 
letters, and much miscellaneous information, 
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The agitation which has been raised of the large profits of the copper 
smelter at the expense of the miner does not appear at present likely to 
languish and perish of inanition, a» its predecessors have done, and those 
most interested appear to be growing wiser and more attentive to their 
own interests than has heretotore been the case. Without entering into 
arguments which on both sides have already been fully discussed, we 
would merely look at the simple facts of the case. It is well known that 
neither in the iron, lead, or tim trades has the smelter so complete a mas- 


those trades subject to such violent and unnecessary fluctuations as copper 
is subservient to. When a change takes place both producer and con- 
sumer are generally prepared for it, and, in most cases, it resolves itself 
into a question of supply and demand ; but with copper it is well known 
that the prices are regulated by an irresponsible body, who, for the grati- 
fication of their private pique, guided solely by soll-intorest, coerce the 
market at their pleasure, and, as the motives rule m, raise or de- 
press the price. It has been asked, if such enormous profits have been 
ained, how is it that all who have endeavoured to go against the old 
Sis have been ruined? The question is casily answered. “A compan 
is formed, with able men at the head of the direction, wé will assume ‘with 
pital of 100,000/.; they establish themselves, and are doing probably 
rofitable business, yielding remunerative returns to their shareholders, 
fat the same time giving a fair price to the miner. What are, then,the 
tactics of the smelters? They Giese them, perhaps, have a capital of 
ever 2,000,000/., with large stocks of copper on hand. ese they imme. 
diately pour into the market, benefitting for a short time the consumer, 
by selling under the cost of production. Their smaller rival, probably « 
joint-stock company, trammelled by a board, notable at all times to avail 
themselves of favourable conjunctures, firtd themselves working at a loss, 
are necessarily obliged to suspend operations; shareholders are dissatis- 
fied; the concern is wound up; the establishment, which may be in the 
most perfect order, is bought at a low valuation by one of the plethorie 
body, and again constitutes another source of wealth, and instrument of 
oppression to the miner. This done, their course is obvious; arival has 
been removed, who, if allowed fair play, would possibly have been the 
means of bringing other competitors in the field: trae, they have sacri- 
ficed something by disposing of their metal at a lower rate than it.has cost 
them to produce it, and the public have benefitted for a short time, but the 
obstruction has been got rid of, and they can abundantly repay themselves 
by again raising the price of copper to stich a rate as will enable them not 
fey to eover their recent loss, but, at the same time, give thema good in- 
terest for the money they have invested in ridding themselves of the ine 
dependent associate, who dared to attempt to disturb their obnoxious and 
iniquitous monopoly, which, while it enriches a few, impoveristies many. 
The miner does not get the fair price for his ore, the manufacturer par- 
ehases his copper at an enhanced price, which he is obliged to charge pro 
raté to the cousumer, and this in order to increase the already too enor- 


mous gains of the smelter. Poning rere does into so many artitles 
of , domestic consumption, ke ie Web Sine that this trade 
should be on rn ap corner yh the despotic regulation of a 


located in Swansea or Thames-street. From the 
arguments that have from time to time been adduced, it wot 
eppear the general presumption is that no smelting establishments can 


suceessfully carried on, unless under thé direction of this guasi omnipo~ 
tent omniscient body, as if that copper was nowhere smelted successfully 
'aud profitably but at Swansea—Credat Judeus, 

In Germany, Sweden, Norway, and Russia, mines not producing more 
ore than our third or fourth-rates mines, have successfully carried on re- 
duction éstablishments for centuries, andenjoyed the protit which here goes 
to-a stranger. The report of the English and Australian Copper Company 
proves the- possibility of ¢arrying on works profitably in that distant 
colony, even although the coal has to be sent from England, and earted 
on bad roads a long way into the interior, atan expensive rate: if this can 
be done there with all these impediments, some idea may be formed of 
what the profits are here, where fuel is cheap, labour abundant, and at a 
low rate, and materials of all descriptions, at minimum prices, to be ob- 
tained on the spot: Already in the foreign markets we find formidable 
competitors: the Americans, with their vast supplies of fucl, and unlimited 
deposits of ore, are gradually extending their commeree, and where some 
years since American copper was not known, it is now a staple article of 
eommerce. So soon as the gold fever has abated, the prosecution of the 
more useful minerals will be undertaken in Australia: from the immense 
influx of immigration there, the labour question will soon be settled, and 
our own colonists will be our most formidable rivals in India. It may be 
urged the supply will be more than the demand, and that consequently, 
under the many disadvantages wiiich at present exist in the colonies, they 
will be unable to compete with the mother country. 1t must, however, be 
borne in mind, thaf as divilization progresses its wants beeome more nu 
merous, and that copper smelting, though only partially carried on there, 
has become agreat fact. We have ly the speeification of a patent, 
which has all the appearance of feasibility, proposing to reduce copper ores 
containing only 14 per cent., at a profit, if this can be effected much which 
is now useless will be rendered available. 

We do not presume to dictate or pretend to say by what means or how 
a reform.of the present system should be carried out: we hope to see the 
difficulties and differences adjusted amicably ; we do not wish that the 
miner should be enriched at the expense of the smelter, any more than the 
latter should still persevere in a course which ultimately must be ruinons 
to both. Let, therefore, some conciliatory measures be taken, so as to 
remedy this evil; and we earnestly recommend that the miner, smelter, 
manufacturer, and consumer, should bear in mind the old adage—* Live 
and let live.”

On the same 
principle, quarries and strata of valuable clay, worked by means of shafts, 
engines, &c., in the same manner as mines, have been held not ratable, 


| being treated as mines. (Rexv. Baetret, 3 Bar. and Ap., 424.) On the 


other hand, open quarries, worked:as mere quarries, are liable to be rated 
as octupied land; but the right of taking limestone from a quarry, has 
been held not liable to be rated, because ineapable of occupancy ; al-

msey Canat Company, 4 Bar. and Ap., 57.) The exemption in favour 
of evéry other mine save a coal mine has been carefully preserved; thus, 
where a joint rate was made for coal and iron worked in the same mine, 
the rate being bad as to the iron, was held bad i» toto, and quashed. 
(Rex ce. Cunnincuam, 5 East, 478.) A coal mine orits proprietors can- 
not be rated jointly even with a ratable matter, and thus a rate of land 
and a coal mine was held also bad, and quashed. (Rex v. We.bank, 4 
M. and S., 222.) Where a stratum of coal extended into two parishes, 
and was worked in both, but the shaft and necessary apparatus for rais- 
ing the coal was in one only, it was held clear that.the eecupiers could 
not be rated in the latter parish for any coal not dug or won within it. 
(Rex cv. Innaprrants or Fotesnitt, Apo. and Exr., 695.) The correet 
way of rating a coal mine would seem to be, to rate it as at a rent whieh 
it would let for, making allowances for expenditure, wear and tear, &c. 
Where mines are let to a tenant at a fixed money rent, the landlord can- 
not be rated in England, in respect of the reserved rent; but it is other- 
wise where he is paid by a portion of the ore raised; he is then treated as 
occupier, and rated in respect of the land. Thus, in the Dukrof Cieve- 
LANI’s case, where he let lead mines, reserving to himself a fifth of the 
ore raised, he was held ratable for that. fifth, as occupier of the land. 
(Rex v. Topp, 12 Apo. and Ett., 816.)

cannot be recovered back, except where it is ungonseientious to retain it, 
it Seems to me, that whenever it,is paid under a mistake of fasta, and the 
party would not have paid it if the fact had been known to. him, it cannot .

In recording the proceedings at the coroner's inquest on the victims to the. » 
explosion of fire-damp at Bent Grange Colliery, Oldham, im last week's’ ’ 
Minine Jovenat, we felt it our duty to comment somewhat severely ‘on 
the conduct’ of the owner; in his utter disregard of wise caution, and his - 
refusal to take any measures for placing the ventilation of bis colliery in 
a more'effieient state. We have ‘now to notice another disastrows cal- 
mity, at the celebrated Monkwearmouth Colliery—the deepest workings, 
we believe, below the sea level in the world, on the P4th inst., by which 
four men (W. Mitts, J. and R. Soromon, and J, Sror’y, the oldest but 
33 years of age) were hurried into eternity. In this calamitous regult 
there is, however, the melancholy consolation in the reflection that it has 
notarisen from parsimorious neglect or wanton recklessness; but was 
| purely the consequence of accident—every ¢are appearing to have been 
| taken for the saféty of the miners, who, with the ~ <4 viewers, seem in- 
telligent, steady, and cautious men: -Mr: Marruias Dunn, 
the Government Inspector, handed in the wing report :— 
Monkwearmouth, July 2i.—Having examined that ion of workings in the Hut- 
ton seam of this colliery, which exploded upon the L4th inst., I think it my duty to 
submit tw the eoroner and Jery my remarks thereupon ih as concise a manner as 
possible. The mode of worknig was by long wall—that is, by taking away all the 
coal, and providing gate-roads or tram-roads towards the face by stowing or pillur- 
ing up the sides, so as to eounteract the natural ure of the roof+the gate- 
roads being about 20 yards asunder. ‘The mode of ventilation fs to carry the air cur- 
rent around by the wull face, where the colliers are working, and defend the same 
from the pressure of the goaf by rows of cast-iron props. The continual motement 
arising from tiustaxing away the coal, is apt to produce imflammable gas, which 
gas naturally lodges fi the upper parts of the goaf, and which is liable to exude upon 
certain changes of atmosphere, or upon sudden movements taking } sag In con-, 
aoe of some premoni ary explosions, these workings have been a consider -- 
able time carried on entirely with safety-lamps; bat the blasting of the coal has been 
allowed, tinder the superintendence and reaponsibility of the overmen and deputies — 
it being understood that no firing should take place unless the place was first exa- 
mined and found to be free from _ A minute examination of the locality where 
the explosion originated, showed that about 9 ft. back from the wall-face a cavity. 
or dome, extended upwards 3 to 4 feet, and was connected with the goaf, whilst 
some fallen stones tay below ; and this cavity being filled with gas, and entirely out 
of the influence of the ventilating current, led to the explosion. By the evidence of 
Donxtson, the deputy in charge, he seems to have only partially examined tli« 
place, und, therefore, did not discover the gas which lurked above previous to firing 
the shot. The manner in which the gas is said to have fired is peculiar. The explo- 
sion of the powder charge is effected by means of a straw, filled with powder, in- 
verted into the drill hole—the natural tendency of whieh is to run inwards towards 
the gunpowder ; but it appewrs that some obstruction existed in the hole, so that, in- 
stead of ranning inward the lighted straw flew outwards, and communicated with 
the gas above described, which thereupon received other helps, and so produced two 
or three suecessive blasts. With respect to the ventilation, upon whieh the safety of 
these workings depended, it amoanted to about 4000 cubie feet per minute at its 
entry ; but owing to the necessury intervention of doors, and the natural leakage of 
the stowings, a considerable portion of this quantity was lost before it reached that 
part of the face where ‘the fire originated; and as this mode of working is liable 
to contract the air-ways, coupled with a suitable regard to other distriets of the mine, 
have, I believe, induned » determination to di i the blasting, the more espe- 
elally as this district is sufficiently extensive tw require three several to un 
dertake the duty of firing the shots.

| The deputy viewer, whose duty it was to fire the holés in blasting the 
coal, was 90 much injured, that it was neccasary for the cordtier and jury 
to attend at his home to take his evidence, which he clearly gave as he 
lay in bed.

The continuous records of fatal casualties in our collieries, as evidenced 
by the harrowing details contained week after weck in our columns, con- 
clusively show that, up to the present moment, but little has been ef- 
fected even to mitigate the evil, much less towards arriving at that state 
of security and confidence so essential to the health and lives of the 
miners and the legitimate working of the coal mines. It is true inspec- 
tors have been appointed; and by their aid we believe much better evi- 
dence is obtained at coroner’s inquests on colliery victims, as to the na- 
ture and immediate cause of the catastrophe, than previously had been 
the case. It is, however, quite evident that their number is ridiculously 
insufficient for regular and efficient inspection, and, as in the case of the 
Bent Grange Colliery, near Oldham, proves they should be armod with 
better powers, to compel precautionary measures to be ado and the 
necessary alterations being made for improved ventilation. It is gratify- 
ing, however, to find that the working colliers are on the alert. On Wed- 
nesday last, a deputation from them, consisting of Messrs. D, SwaLLow 
and A. Tertow, representing Lancashire and Cheshire, and Messrs. M. 
Jupe and R. Arcuer, from the Newcastle district, waited on Lord Pat- 
MERSTON at the Home Office, accompanied by the following Members of 
Parliament :—Mesers. Hutcuins, Cartey, Consett, Locke, Incuam, 
Mostyn, Fox, Cazeruam, Hrxpey, and SirJ. Watmstey. There were 
also present GoLpswortuy Gurney and J. Marner, Esqs., with others 
friendly to the adoption of further legislative interference for endeayour- 
ing to prevent loss of life by colliery accidents. The deputation after- 
wards called at our office, from whom we learned that the objects for 
which they sought the interview were to induce his Lordship to aid in 
passing some further measure of relief this session ; to consider, with a 
view to further legislation, the necessity of appointing sub-inspectors, 
who should, in cases of fatal accidents, have power to institute proceed- 
ings on behalf of the surviving widows and children for compensation ;

A most diabolical and thoroughly premeditated act of wilful homicide 
on @ fellow labourer was, in the month of June last, perpetrated by Jonn 
M‘Cuttum, and Wriitiam Corner, who were tried for the offence in the 
High Court of Justiciary, Edinburgh, on the 22d inst., the Lords Justice- 
General Cowan and Anperson presiding. The indictment charged the 
prisoners with conspiring together to kill, or do some grievous bodily harm 
to, Joun Donaouvr, labourer, now deceased ; that they did both and each 
of them, on Friday or Saturday, the 17th or 18th June, at an old coal-pit 
known as Poole’s Hole, now being cleared up, situate in Cowden Cleuch 
Plantation, in the parish of Dalkeith, and on the estate of the Duke of 
Buccleugh, cut the rope used for the purpose of lowering the workmen 
into the pit, and that deceased having entered the bucket, prisoners per- 
mitted to do so, knowing the rope would not bear him; that, in con- 
sequence, the rope broke where it was cut, and Donaguve had his legs 
broken in several places, his spine dislocated, and received other injuries, 
from which he immediately died, Prisoners pleaded “ Not Guilty.” The 
Soricrtor-GeweraL and Mr. YounG appeared for the prosecution, and 
Mr. Autp and Mr. Warsow for M‘CuLLum and Corner respectively. 
Mr Henry Cape.t, manager of the duke’s coal w and residing at 
Thornybank, thatin bg sac sony of May he employed M‘Cvutium 
to clear out an old coal-pit, called Poole’s Hole, from a suicide committed 
there half a century ago, He agreed to clear out the rubbish for 88. per 
fm., and employed Donaouvg and Corner to help him. After getting 
down 15 fms. he increased the pay to 10s. per fm., and a few days after 
they still pressed for higher wages, which was refused. On Friday, 
17th June, there was no work at the collieries, it being Dalkeith sacra- 
mental fast day. Witness went to Poole’s Hole next morning, on heari 
that a man had fallen down; on the way he overtook M‘Cunium, who h 
been to Dalkeith for a doctor, and who immediately said he thought the 
rope had been cut. The buckets were drawn by a windlass, turned by a 
double-handled winch, at which M‘Cuttum and Corner worked, Don- 
achur working in the pit; sometimes Conner worked below and Don- 
achuR at the windlass, but M‘Cuitom preferred being at surface. He 
found the rope cut about 75 feet from where it was fastened to the wind- 
lass, and therefore he calculated deceased must have fallen about 50 feet. 
M‘Cuctum was in a state of great agitation and excitement.

showing much ill-will to deceased; they had been seen by several wit- 
nesses coming from Poole’s Hole on the Friday, and Ann Daummonp, 
who lived in the same house as Conner, stated that he left home at 11 
and returned at 2 o'clock; between 8 and 9 o’clock in the evening he was 
joined by M‘Cuttum, A: Rem, police-constable, found in CorNnER’s 
room a razor, smeared all over with tar, similar to that on the rope. 

For the defence, the prisoners mutually accused each other. M‘Cunium’s 
declaration stated that on Friday, the 17th June, Conner said to him “I 
will be revenged on that mate of mine,” and on asking him what for, he 
said, “ For everything. and because I do not like him.” Conner had often 
said he would do for SGeas and DonaGuvs too, Corner, in his de- 
claration, stated distinctly that the rope was cut by M‘Cutium with a 
razor belonging to him (Consen), and in his presence. He thought at 
the time he did it to get rid of his contract by stopping the work, or 
getting higher wages ; he did not think he meant to take deceased’s life. 

The Soxicrror-GaneraL having addressed the jury, urging the corro- 
borative evidence of the prisoners’ guilt, the Lorn Jusrice-GEnerac 
charged the jury, leaving them to decide whether, if the prisoners were 

1ilty of the act, they did not intend to kill but only injure Donacuve. 
They almost immediately returned a verdict of ‘ Culpable homicide.” 
They were each sentenced to 14 years’ transportation. 





At the Staffordshire Assizes, a verdict of 75,0007. was entered, by con- 
sent, for the repudiation of a contract for rails. The plaintiff, Mr. GrorcE 
Jones, was the surviving partner of Mr. James Foster and Mr. Joun 
Barker, one of the most eminent iron-manufacturing firms in the courty 
of Stafford, trading under the name of the Chillington Company; and he 
sought to recover a large sum of money from the Oxford, Worcester, and 
Wolverhampton Railway Company, in consequence of their not having 
allowed him to fulfil an extensive contract entered into between them 
for the supply of rails. The bill for the construction of the line in ques- 
tion in 1845, and tenders for the supply of rails having been sought 
for shortly afterwards, that given by the Chillington Company was ulti- 
mately accepted. An order for 17,500. tons of rails was given them—the 
terms being, the price per ton of bar-iron in the county where the works 
are situated at the time of delivery, with 26 per cent. on that price, and 10s. 
per ton besides. Gentlemen were appointed on either side as referces, to 
settle what the price of iron was at each delivery of the rails. Great as 
the Chillin orks were, it was necessary for the purposes of this con- 
tract that the plaintiff and his partners should purchase additional works, 
and they accordingly bought the Leabrook Works, near Wednesbury, giv- 
17,0002. for them, and going to t expense in erecting the ae 
machinery for the construction of the peeuliar description of rails required. 
This wasin April, 1846, and the first delivery was to have taken place on 
the lst of August, but a emer until a later period were mutually 
agreed upon. Ultimately, however, 2875 tons had been delivered, in con- 
fortnity with the contract, up to the beginning of December, 1847. The 
delays which had taken place in the delivery of the iron were at the in- 
stance of the railway company, as it was'a matter of notoriety that they 
became considerably embarrassed, and the absence of that great moving 
power, stropgereven than the steam- engine itself-—-money—probably made 
them willing to secure as much delay in the fulfilment of their engage- 
ments as was possible. The result wasa correspondence, of which Mr.

The return of coals shows a rapidly increasing production of the great 
fields in Silesia, on the Ruhr, and on the Saar, as well at that of Aix-la- 
Chapelle. The number of hands employed increased more than 9 per 
cent. in 1852 over 1851; andthe quantity raised increased 13 7-10ths per 
cent. As nearly all the mines are as yet working only their upper seams, 
and the excavations have extended to no great distance from the shafts, 
they are all obtaining good profits, at the moderate price of 2 gros. 7 pfen- 
nings per cwt., or about 5s, per English ton, which is given as the aver. 
age of the kingdom. : 

Owing to the circumstance that the best iron ores are not found in the 
coal measures, iron is only smelted with coals or coke to the extent of 
about one-half of the total production, which in 1850 reached 130,000 tons. 
The other half is produced with charcoal, the best being made in th 
Rhenish provinces, one-half of the surface of which is still eovered with 
woods, The whole of this quantity, which is small enough for a popula- 
tion of 20,000,000, is consumed in the country, with the exception of « 
small portion exported as steel. The high prices of iron have hitherto 
allowed the producer of charcoal iron rather to endeavour to compete with 
coke iron in domestic nses of the metal, than led him to improve its qua- 
lity, so ab to rival the bars of Sweden and of Russia, The demand, how- 
ever, for fine charcoal iron for steel and parts of machinery must neces- 
sarily increase with the growing production and cheapening of coals, 
which enable machines to supersede hand-labour. This circumstance has 
recently induced an English company to turn its attention to the facili- 
ties for producing charcoal iron in the Rhenish districts, which, before 
the Led errs. war, used to supply England and many other countries 
with steel. An infusion of capital and skill into this branch of metaltur- 
gical industry, would tend to show our Germm neighbours that the metal 
produced from their fine carbonates and oxides, instead of being destined 
to compete with the clay ores of England, has a market of its own, iu 
which its true value will be recognised. The foundation will thus be prac- 
tically laid for a beneficial interchange of products, which diplomatic agency 
has hitherto failed in obtaining. ;

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THE IRON AND METAL TRADES OF SOUTH STAFFORDSHIRE. 
{¥RoM OUR CORBESPOYDENT IN BIRMINGHAM.) 

Jury 28.—The prosperous state of trade, of which 1 apprised you in 
my last letter, still continues, and with no probability of abatement. Jn 
the iron trade there is very little to report this week, in addition to what 
has already appeared in connection with the late quarterly meetings. Not- 
withstanding the unsettled state of the continent, orders continue to ar- 
rive for rails, and the demand from America is no less satiafactory. The 
home trade has been brisk during the past weok, and prices have 
firmly maintained, with a tendency to advance the price of pig-iron/ds. 
perton. The copper trade lias rather indicated weakness than otherwise, 
and although there has not been any reduction in price, offers of sales 
have been made by the metal dealers which are cumsidered advantageous. 
There has been from some cause a greater disposition to sell, and subject 
to such reduction as may take place in the ensuing month. I have heard 
within the last few days of a circular which is going the round of thé eon- 
sumers of copper, haying for its object the promotion of some arrange- 
ment to counteract the unsteadiness of the market, and adoption of prices 
more in accordance with the requirements of the trade. In the article of 
tin there has been an in demand, owing, no doubt, to the large 
orders recently received from Australia, and which are now in course o 
execution. The general trade of the town is exceedingly good, and must 
egntinue to be so whilst the present demand for Australia engages so 
many of the manufacturers and their men. In Walsall, the saddlers’ 
ivonmorigery business is being carried on most extensively, and it is with 
the utmost difficulty our merchants can procure sufficient from that 
town; and the same will apply to the lock and general hollow ware trade 
of the district.

The first redd was “Onan Improved Governor for Steam-engines,” 
by Mr. C. William Siemens, of London. The governer of a steam-engine 
has for its function to administer the supply of steam t the working cy- 
linder in the ratio of the changeable load against the piston, the purpose 
of which is to obtain a uniformity of velocity. The chronometric governor 
has beew applied to a considerable number of steam-engines where the 
difficulty of obtaining sufficient regularity was very great, such as flour- 
mills and saw-mills, In some cases it has been at work night and day 
for upwards of seven years, and with the most perfect satisfaction. Mr. 
M‘Connell, after a minute éxamination of the model, said it was most de- 
cidedly a great improvement upon everything of the kind he had seen, 
and he had no doubt it would prove of infinite advantage to all those wha 
used it. He considered the inventor entitled to the thanks of the Insti¢ 
tute. The chai in putting the vote of thanks to the meeting, ob- 
served that, if any dowbt existed relative to the value of the governor, it 
was removed by the fact that the principle had been put to the test by 
the Astronomer Royal, who had applied it to regulate the motion of an 
instrument at Liverpool, which was moved by water-power, and to an 
instrument whieh recorded by touch, and it had obtained uniformity 
bétween one or two seconds per hour: The second paper, read by Mr. 
Marshall, the seer , was On Hollow Axles for Railway Engines and 
Carriages,” by Mr. J. B. M‘Connell, with a view of improving the strength 
and durability of railway axles, the two most important points for ensuring 
the safety and security of railway travelling. Mr. M‘Connell, after re- 
peated experiments, and all the experience and information he could 
collect on the subject, arrived at the conclusion that the hollow or tubular 
axle combines in itself, if properly manufactured, all the properties ne- 
cessary to secure the best form of lightness, strength, uniformity of struc- 
turt, of natural elasticity to neutralise the injurious effect of blows and 
cohcussion. It appears that the use of the hollow axle was tried some 
years-ago, but discontinued, the main objection being the great difficulty 
of ensuring by the mode of manufacture at that time a sufficient unifor- 
mity of thickness of the sides of the tube throughout, and soundness of | 
the material. This difficulty is now obviated by the mode in which the 
iron is manufactured by the Patent Shaft Company, and much credit is due 
to Mr. Walker for the system he has adopted in preparingit.
